Does Not Believe Carranza is Desir 
ous of Fighting, But Is Unable 
to Control Wild Passions 
of 
the 
People. 


s Statement Made By Congressman 
Madden On Floor of House__ 
Washington Waits for Par­ 
ticulars of Fight. 


One little word of but three letters, 
•'o-i-1/* applies to the cause of the up­ 
risings, depredations and devastation 
In Mexico in recent, years, according 
to Mr. Flores, of Sedalia, a naturalized 
citizen of the United States, and a 
native of the state of Coahuila, Mex­ 
ico. 
Mr. Flores, who has relatives living 
in Mexico, is loyal 
to 
the 
United 
States, in accordance with his oath of 
allegiance to this country, made when 
he becam e a citizen, but trusts that 
should w ar be declared it will be of 
short duration. 
In flying his version of the causes 
of the Mexican troubles, Flores says 
that during the rule of Porforio Diaz 
various 
big 
oil 
corporations 
were 
granted liberal concessions in certain 
parts of Mexico, and that when F ran ­ 
cisco Madero succeeded Diaz th a t all 
these concessions were declared null 
and void by the new government. The 
subsequent uprisings against the gov­ 
ernm ent, he claims, w ere started and 
financed by these interests in an en­ 
deavor to secure a regime th at would 
restore their cancelled concessions. 
During the early spring of this year 
Flores made a visit to the states of 
Coahuila and Nuevo Leon and at that 
tim e found the northern section of 
th a t country comparatively peaceful, 
in which condition it rem ained until 
the attack made by the band of Villa 
bandits on the American border town 
of Columbus, N. M. 
In the opinion of Flores, Carranza 
is linable to control 
the 
people 
of 
Mexico, and although 
the 
Mexican 
leader 
was 
at 
first 
favorable to 
P ersh in g ’s expedition into that coun­ 
try in an effort to capture Villa, the 
influences brought to bear 
on 
him 
m ay have poisoned his mind against 
the United States to some extent. 
Should Hie United S tite s engage in 
w arfare with Mexico, Flores says it 
would not be at all surprising to him 
for Villa to come to the front again 
and m ake an effort to put himself at 
the head of troops in fighting the 
United States. 
Flores, like many others, believes 
Villa is still alive and has been in 
hiding in some of the fastnesses of 
Mexico. 
“Japanese would play an important 
p a rt in the fighting in Mexico should

clash,” said Flores, “as 
there are a great num ber of the little 
brown men already in th at country, 
who have been secured to operate m a­ 
chine guns. 
“Soldiers

would not find it a very easy propo­ 
sition in advancing in Mexico,” said 
Mr. Flores, “on account of transporta­ 
tion facilities being very poor, and the 
l a d that a vast desert country would 
have to be traversed. 
W ater is bad,

“I do not believe General Carranza

cause of the suspicion that the pres­

MONSTER AIRSHIP 


SEEN 
BY PEOPLE 
L IV IN G 
NEAR 
T H E SWISS BORDER OF T H E

IS LAR6ER THAN ALL OTHER ZEPPELINS 


Length of One Ship Is Said to Be 240 
Yards, or Almost Double That

Others — Gondolas 
Armed With Guns. 


Berne, Switzerland, June 23.—Peo­ 
ple living along the Swiss boraer of 
the 
lake 
of 
Constance have been 
greatly surprised over the movements 
of the new monster 
airship, 
much 
larger than all other Zeppelins, that 
has been making trial trips over the 
lake. 
The length of this ship is said to 
be 240 yards, or almost double that of 
other Zeppelins. 
The cubic contents 
Is even more than double, 54,000 cubic 
m eters instead of 20,000, 
and 
the 
number of gondolas is four instead of 
two. 
These gondolas are said to be 
armed with guns, machine guns, and 
a new kind of air torpedo. 
Despite its huge bulk the ship gives 
the impression of 
fish like 
slender­ 
ness. 
The steering gear forms an ex­ 
act cross. 
The motors art 3,000-4,000 
horse power, able to give the airship 
a speed of 90 kilometers an hour. 
To 
avoid breakdowns, the motors are in 
double number. 
The crew is said to 
be thirty to forty men. 
The ship ran

Judge Olvelbiss’ action in stopping 
tax dodging in Play, Carroll and other 
Central Missouri counties, attracted 
widespread attention recently. 
In the case in which he ruled on 
the shipment of liquor, Prosecuting 
Attorney Ernest O. Simrall, of ( lay 
county, applied for 
an 
injunction 
against the (’Incago, Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad company. 
The petition 
alleged 
that 
many 
persons under the guise of running 
drug stores, 
restaurants 
anti othei 
legitimate places of business are in 
truth operating joints. 
“It is alleged,” said 
Judge Devil- 
biss, 
“that 
the 
attendants, 
their 
agents and employes are knowingly 
and wilfully delivering 
intoxicating 
liquors in the local option districts of 
this county to known bootleggers and 
keepers of blind tigers and other dis­ 
reputable places, 
well 
knowing the 
unlawful purposes 
to 
which 
such 
liquors shall be put. 
“If such be the fact, then I would 
say to the state: ‘.Stretch forth thine 
hand, lay hold of these bootleggers 
on wheels, arraign them at the bar 
of justice; try, 
convict 
and punish 
them as any other violator of tho 
law, and all need of injunctive relief 
will immediately disappear.’ ” 
Judge Divelbiss cites many estah 
lisped points of law', the first of which 
is that the courts of equity have n< 
power to enjoin the commission of f 
crime. He then shows that every act 
of 
keeping, 
delivering, 
or 
storing 
liquors in dry territory is presumptive 
ly unlawful, 
and 
that 
the 
burden 
would be on the defendant to show 
that it was delivered for alawful pur­ 
pose. 
He says it is established thai 
the common carrier shall make du< 
eiiort to ascertain the 
purpose 
fo 
which it is being shipped into tin 
county, and if it makes a mistake ii 
will have to bear the burden of it. 
He also cites that a common carlie 
may be compelled to accept consign 
ments of liquor to dry territory if tin 
same is intended for lawful purposes 
no matter whether the shipment b 
interstate or intrastate.

preserving, so as to compete with oth­ 
er fruit-producing countries. 
The recent prohibition of the im­ 
portation of fruit into France called 
attention to the fact that, while no 
county is better adaped to the pro­ 
duction of fruits, France 
consum ed; 
annually about 60,000 tons more than} 
she produced. 
M. Meline, minister of agriculture, 
attributes the heavy importations of 
fruit in France ti* the fact tfiat, aside 
from grapes, apples and pears, the 
French fruit growers generally have 
not developed as they might have done 
their method of canning and preserv­ 
ing, and 
distribution 
of 
preserved 
fruits. 
The commission just appointed will 
be expected to report upon the favor­ 
able localities in France for the build­ 
ing of canning 
establishm ents' and 
other ways of furnishing a quick m ar­ 
ket to fruit growers in the regions 
adapted to fruit culture.

came invisibe and the retail grocers 
began refusing to deliver sugar, that 
they had bought at one franc 60 in 
the expectation of further rise. The

counter the tea, 
coffee

things they had bought. In ease the 
grocer had been bluffing lie produced 
the sugar rather than lost a custom­ 
er.

Harbin, June 23.—At least a quar­ 
ter of a million of the prisoners of 
war and refugees which were in Si­ 
beria during the winter 
have 
Peen 
sent back into Russia to do farm work. 
This has relieved the congested con­ 
ditions in many districts and is lessen­ 
ing the work of the foreign Red Cross 
officials who are endeavoring to make 
the life of prisoners more endurable. 
It is est minted that there are still 
seven hundred and fifty thousand re­ 
fugees and prisoners in Siberia. Many 
of these have been sent 
to 
remote 
places far away from the Trans-Sibe­ 
rian rail\vagr. 
American 
Red 
Cross j 
workers tire looking after the prison­ 
ers in the Amur river district in East­ 
ern Siberia. 
In the territory west of 
Harbin, the relief work is chiefly in 
tho hands of the Swedish Red Cross. I

viding medical supplies and endeavor-1 
itig to better the social conditions in I 
prison camps.

His theory of the aerial combat 
is to go at his man, drive right at 
him, regardless of the enemy’s fire, 
paying attention only to his own.

The 
small varieties m ate and breed at five 
to six months, and the large varieties 
at eight to nine months.

Dear General: 
I beg to 
call your attention to Section Ch! of 
the Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1909. 
I do this because I note in the daily 
papers that in the state of Illinois the 
militia was mobilized and housed in 
the large state fair buildings at Spring­ 
field on account of the better pree­ 
lection afforded as 
compared 
with 
putting the soldiers in tents. 
It has occurred to us that possibly, 
if in tile future a w ar of any serious­ 
ness should occur between this coun­ 
try and Mexico, it might he necessary 
to enlist and drill tor service large 
bodies of militia in this state. 
In that 
vent, under the section of the stat­ 
utes quoted, the state militia have a 
right to the free use of the state fair 
round at Sedalia, “under the direction 
f the adjutant-general of Missouri.” 
It is perhaps unnecessary to advise 
you that the city w ater and the elec­ 
tric light system in connection with 
ill modern toilet and sanitary accom­ 
modations make the fair grounds a 
suitable and healthy place to handle 
argo lindies of men. 
In my opinion 
the buildings 
on 
the 
fair 
grounds 
would afford sleeping 
facilities 
for 
rom 12,000 to 15,000 men. 
The Wo­ 
m en’s building bas sleeping rooms and 
would furnish adequate officers* quar­ 
ters and rooms for officers. 
These suggestions are subm itted to 
you in the hope that, if events occur 
as stated, they may be worthy of con­ 
sideration.

A large amount of water is needed 
by the average dairy cow for the up­ 
keep of bodily functions.

to this, much more is needed in the 
production of milk, as the latter con­ 
tains 87 per cent of water.

dairymen have found that it is a good 
policy to provide the cow with plenty 
of good, clean water. 
That flowing 
through a muddy ditch is not suited 
for a dairy cow. 
It is also important that the waiter 
be of a mild temperature, especially in 
cold weather. Ice water taken into the 
stomach of the cow causes a shock to 
tho system that is not conducive to 
high milk production. 
The tempering 
of this cold water in the cow uses some 
of the energy that might be applied to 
other purposes. In the wanter, freshly 
pumped water is much better than the 
cold water In the tank. 
Tank heaters 
ald in overcoming this trouble. A cow 
will drink a much larger quantity o 
warm water In the winter time than o 
ice water.
